First Report of Casualties at Meridian 
Were Exaggerat d. 
Meridian, Miss., March 5,—The re­ 
vised list of the dead and injured as 
the result of the tornado which swept 
through 
this 
city 
Friday 
evening, 
shows a total of twenty-four d ad and 
forty-six injured, a number of whom 
are not expected to live. 
The property loss has been semi­ 
officially reported at one and on - quar­ 
ter millions of dollars, the estimated 
destruction of residences alone being 
placed at 500, practically all in the 
Lindsey Hill section ot the east end 
and Georgetown. 
Of the sufferers 
from the tornado only five carried tor­ 
nado insurance, amounting to $67,000. 
Seven companies of state militia 
are still on guard and enforcing work 
of removing the debris by idle ue- 


General Schofield was secretary of 
war during 1808-69, and his career 
was marked by a continuous service 
in the army from the time he entered 
\Y eat Point in 1849 until he retired 
Sept. 29, 1896, with the rank of lieut­ 
enant general, the highest military 
honor then permitted by law of con­ 
gress. 
His command of the army ex­ 
tended from 1888 to 1895. 
Since bis 
retirement from the army he has made 
frequent visits to Washington, though 
he made it a practice each year to I 
spend his winter in Florida and the 
summer in the East. 
He was a well- i 
known member of the Loyal Legion, 
and for two years was its eommand*ir- 
ln-chief. 
He 
seventy-four years 
old. 
Entering the civil war with a cap­ 
tain's rank, he emerged from that ser- ! 
vice a brigadier general and brevet j 
major general in the regular array. In 
June, 1865, he was sent to Europe on 
a special mission from the state de- | 
partment In regard to French inter­ 
vention in Mexico, and remained until 
May, 1866. 
In August of that year he 
was assigned to the command of the 
department 
of 
the 
Potomac, 
with 
headquarters 
at 
Richmond. 
From 
March, 1867, till May, I 8 6 0 , he was In 
charge of the first military district, 
the state of Virginia. 
June 2, 1868, 
he succeeded Edwin M 
Stanton as 
secretary of war and held that posi­ 
tion until the close of Johnson’s ad­ 
ministration and under Grant until 
March 12, 1869. 
Then he was appoint­ 
ed major general of the United States 
army and ordered to the department 
of the Missouri. 
From 1870 to 1876 he had charge of 
the department of the Pacific and was 
superintendent of the military acad­ 
emy at West Point for the five years 
from 1876 to 1881. 
In 1882 and 1883 
he was again in charge of the depart­ 
ment of the Pacific, and from 1883 
to 1886 had command of the division 
of the Missouri. 
Then he was placed 
in command of the division of the At­ 
lantic and was in charge at Gover­ 
nor’s Island in New Y'ork harbor when 
in 1888 the death of Sheridan occurred. I 
Schofield being then the sen io r major 
general of the army, was raised to the 1 
position of general in chief 
General Schofield was president of I 
the board that adopted the army tac­ 
tics in 1870, went on a special mission 
to the Hawaiian Islands in 1873, and 
was president of the board of inquiry 
in the Fitz-John Porter case in 1873. 
He was twice married, his firjfl wife 
being Miss Bartlett, daughter of a 
West Point Instructor, and his second 
wife, to whom he was united in 1891, 
Miss Georgia Ktlbourne of Iowa.
